Cioffredi said federal 
money would be available for the 
project, but the city would have 
to make an investment in a 
detailed plan of the area before 
it could get any assistance. 

A preliminary step could be 
made for Improvement of the 
area by fixing up the rugged road 
into the area Bui Cioffredi won't 
push for that now. Its present use 
as a hiking and nature area 
doesn't require that it be 
accessible by car. he said. 

Cioffredi said that last 
summer proved the city could 
fully use two municipal pools, 
the new one and the old one on 
North Main Street. The 
department would: like to 
operate the two pools this year, 
but the condition of the old pool 
is as usual a questionmark. 

"If possible, the old pool will 
be open again. We don't know 
what condition it's in and won't 


know until spring is over with," 
Cioffredi said. 

The “same old problem." the 
condition of the main drain, is 
the chief difficulty, Cioffredi 
said. "Each year we put it in to 
the budget money to replace it. 
and each year it’s knocked out/ ' 
he said. 

The pool or pools will open in 
June, “whenever the weather 
breaks/' he said. 

The popularity of swimming in 
Rutland has Cioffredi 
considering additional smaller 
pools around the city. Wading 
pools at some of the city 
playgrounds and a larger pool at 
Meadow Street Playground are 
possibilities. 

Cioffredi said if the city could 
obtain a long-term agreement 
for the use of Meadow Street 
playground, an aluminum 
portable pool might be installed 
there to serve as a neighborhood 
facility, Vermont Catholic 
Charities awns the land. 

The pools cost about $iD p 0D0 
and require only two persons to 
operate 11 might be financed by 
the federal Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation funds and private 
business, the recreation chief 
said. 

Cioffredi said he’s tried 
several times to develop a 
neighborhood recreation 
committee in the endow Street 
area but has always been 
unsuccessful 'Til try once 
more," he commented Tuesday, 

Cioffredi was asked about oul- 
of-towners using city facilities 
and whether it was a problem. 
’’Sure outsiders use our 
facilities," he said. There's no 
way of cheeking where they're 
from." He admitted such use 
probably covers tennis courts, 
ball fields, piavgrounds, and the 
swimming pels 

Because federal funds paid for 
the city pool. Rutland can't limit 
the use to city residents only, 
Cioffredi said. However the city 
wilt probably establish a higher 
family-pass rate for outsiders. 
Rutland isn't required to furnish 
swimming lessons to outsiders, 
he noted. 

Asked what recreational 
facilities Rutlanders are asking 
for most. Cioffredi noted "a tot 
of requests" for more tennis 
courts. He said the sport has 
"mushroomed" locally in the 
past four or five years.

In a recent report to the Board 
ot Aldermen. Herrick wrote 
“Many of the conditions brought 
to your attention. .create 
serious hazards affecting the life 
and safety of the building 
occupants and the phvsical 
safety of the structure itself." 

Herrick asked for a prompt 
report on what the city planned 
to do to correct the hazards 
Mayor William H. Foley has 
already received reports from 
city officials about what they'll 
do about the unsafe conditions 
that apply to their buildings 
Some of inspector's 
recommendations applied to 
several buildings A need for 
better “housekeeping,’ properly 
illuminated exit signs, and self* 
closing containers for 
flammable materials was noted 
more than once, 

Herrick also pointed out that 


tire extinguishers in City Hall, 
the recreation center, and the 
library bore outdated inspection 
lags The library s director 
claimed in a report to Foley that 
the extinguishers there had been 
properly inspected, however. 

The insurance inspector also 
advised new wiring and wiring 
checks in a number of places 

The most expensive 
improvement in the recreation 
center will cost $7,000 That's 
what Cioffredi estimated it will 
cost to enclose the open 
stairways in the building from 
the first to third floors with fire 
resistant material. The 
recreation chief also asked for a 
more detailed explanation of 
what the Insurance company 
wanted lor stairway 
improvements. 

Cioffredi estimated that 
illuminated exit signs and 
emergency lighting for the 
building would cost another 
$6,500. That would include a 


“complete fire detection 
system, which the insurance 
report didn't mention. 

Other large expenses al the 
center included changing doors 
that swing in so that they will 
swing out, and providing belter 
access to a second floor fire 
escape. 

Cioffredi estimated it will cost 
$1,000 to repair the floor in the 
boiler room area at Meadow 
Street skating shelter. The floor 
“has practically collapsed," 
according to the insurance 
report. 

The recreation superintendent 
said that 30 of the 
recommendations for his 
department would be taken care 
of in two weeks. 

He also noted that funds tor 
the exit signs, emergency 
lighting, and fire detection 
system had been cut from the 
last two recreation budgets 

One recommendation relating 
to the library was that exit signs 


should be installed over rear 
exits in the new wing 
A problem with that is that the 
library wants to discourage use 
of those exits for the sake of 
belter control over the books, 
magazines, and records. 

City Hall requires better 
housekeeping in several places, 
like the basement and garage 
area, the report said. 

Herrick noted careless 
smoking in a rear area occupied 
by the Water Department. He 
also said an open barrel of 
kerosine (used for filling street 
flares,! in the same area should 
be replaced with a safer drum. 

The old slide pole area in the 
old fire station should be blocked 
off, the report said. Public 
Works Commissioner Lyman H.

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Aldermen and Recreation Chief to Check Request 
To Allow Mini-Bike Operation in Pine Hill Park

The aldermanic Recreation 
Committee and city Recreation 
Superintendent John Cioffredi 
will study a request by some 65 
residents for the establishment 
of trails on Pine Hill for the use 
of trail bikes and mini-bikes. 

The residents petitioned for 
the trails at a Monday meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen, and the 
board referred it to the 
committee. 

The vehicles in question are 
sometimes controversial. Only 
last week, the Recreation 
Committee took note of the 
damage the vehicles and horses 
do to city playgrounds in the 
spring when the ground is soft. 
Such vehicles are now banned 
from city property. 

But the request of the 
petitioners asfcs for an area 
especially for the bikes. A 
number of nature trails were 
established in the Pine Hill area 
last year, and more are planned 
for this year. 

In other action, a letter from 
the city Board of Zoning 
Adjustment indicated how that 
group will deal with a new zoning 
regulation that increases the 
minimum lot size required in the 
city’s strictest residential zone, 
Residence A. 

The Zoning Board informed 
the aldermen it would grant a 
zoning variance to Jerome 
Brown for the erection of a 
single-family home at 95 
Evergreen Ave. 

The lot the house will go on is 
9,000 square feet in size, and is in 
Residence A. A new ordinance 
governing Residence A requires 
at least 10,000 square feet. 

The zoning board told the 
aldermen that Brown owned the 
lot in question prior to the 
change in the zoning ordinance, 
and that the zoning variance 
would be granted. 

In another matter, the zoning 
board said the location of a 
mobile home at 100 South Street 
needed more study before the 
board could approve it.

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The latest attempt by 
Pittsfield developer Bruce 
Levinsky to have land in the 
southeast section of the city 
rezoned will be acted on Monday 
by the Board of Aldermen. 

Levinsky is making his third 
attempt to have 30-acres of Land 
off Freeman Avqnue rezoned so 
he can build a 120 -unil 
apartment project. 

Similar zoning requests made 
by Gem Really Co and 
Waldermar Sielz will also be 
heard by the aldermen in what 
has the makings of a marathon 
session 

Also expected to bo discussed 
Monday will be 

recommendations by the 
General Committee to allow the 
Rutland Historical Society to use 
the second floor of the old 
Number Two Fire Station. A 
report from the Recreation and 
Parks Committee calling for a 
ban on mini-bikes in Pine Hill 
Park will also be made, 

Levinsky has asked that the 30- 
acres of land he owns off 
Freeman Avenue be rezoned 
from Residence "A." the city's 
strictest residential zone, to 
residence l 'B •" 

Several high priced single 
family homes are located just 
north of the proposed apartment 
complex site, and the 
homeowners have turned out to 
oppose the project. 

The homeowners main 
complaint hinges around the fact 
that Levinsky previously kept 
mum on what he intended to do 
with the IS-acres of land that 
would be rezoned bu t not used in 
the original apartment complex 

They have said Levinsky could 
put as many as 1.200 apartments 
on the property. 

But Levinsky recently told the 
aldermen that no more than 120 
apartments would go on the 
rescued land without additional 
alderman ic consent 

He explained that the present 
proposed project calls for 120 
garden type apartments 
distributed in 28 separate 
buildings The units reportedly 
will be built under a special low ■ 
rent housing program of the U,5- 
Housing and Urban Development 
Department. 

Levinsky said only 15 acres 
will be needed for the 120 - 
apartment project

Meanwhile. Recreation St 
Parks Department employes are 
trying to get the city's old 
swimming pool off North Main 
Street in useable condition 
before the end of summer. 

Besides the usual amount of 
post winter leaks, frost heaves 
damaged part of the back wall of 
ihe pool’s outer shell and the 
stairway leading from the boy's 
dressing room to the pool deck. 

Cioffredi said his work crews 
plan to replace the sagging 
concrete stairway, with new 
wooden stairs. As for new leaks 
in the pool, the department’s 
employes have calked the edges 
of the pool floor to prevent water 
from seeping out. 

According to Ciolfredi. the old 
pool will now hold water at a 
safe level providing a steady 
flow of water is pumped into the 
poo). 

"We can keep a safe water 
level in the old pool as long as we 
keep a steady flow of water 
pumping into the pool well, Once 
we stop putting w ater in the pool, 
the water level drops until the 
facility cannot safely be used,” 
he said.

Mini-Bike Ban at Pine Hill Is Favored 




By Cioffredi Unless Road Reconstructed

Recreation and Parks 
Superintendent John W. 
Cioffredi Thursday said he will 
recommend that trail biking in 
Pine Hill Park be forbidden until 
the city repairs the gravel road 
winding through the park so if is 
suitable for (he machines, or a 
special trail far the vehicles is 
constructed. 

A group of citizens has 
petitioned the Board of 
Aldermen to allow trail bikes 
and mini -bikes to be operated on 
Pine Hill. The citizens have 
asked the city to establish trails 
especially for the machines 
Thursday Cioffredi said he will 
propose to the Aldermanic 
Recreation Committee that the 
city repair the gravel road 
winding from Evergreen Avenue 
to Rocky Pond for use by the 
trail bikes, 

The road at one time was 
blacklopped its entire length 
But tack of attention by city 


maintenance crews and soil 
erosion have made the road 
almost impassable even for the 
trail bikes. 

Cioffredi. who owns a small 
motorcycle, said the road was in 
such bad shape that he was 
unable to drive his machine in 
several locations. 

"Since the city is liable for 
what happens on its property, 1 
think the machines should not be 
allowed to operate on Pine Hill 
until the road is in suitable 
shape," Cioffredi said. 

An alternative to repairing 
the road would be to construct a 
special trail for the machines 
that would not interfere with the 
nature and hiking trails that 
already exist on Pine Hill," he 
added. 

Evidence of trail hikers 
destroying vegetation with their 
machines has irritated Cioffredi 
and other persons who own 
property on Pine Rill 

Cioffredi said some 


unthoughtlul trail bike drivers 
have run their machines openly 
through the woods and have 
destroyed young trees and 
plants. 

Others have destroyed 
segments of the nature trails 
built by the Forestry 
Department and Soil 
Conservation Service in the 
southeast end of the park, 
Cioffredi said. 

"Some type of control will 
have to be maintained if the trail 
bikes are allowed to operate in 
the park. Cioffredi said. 1 1 
don't want to see those machines 
ruining the natural resources in 
the park. 

“Several people In the 
neighborhood have complained 
to me about the trail bikers 
riding out of the park and across 
their property." he continued, 


designated for their use/' 
Cioffredi concluded 
One organization that is upset 
with the trail bikers is the 
Rutland Country Club. 


"If they are going to be 
allowed on Pine Hill then they 
should be made to stay on areas 


Hank Vergi, country club golf 
pro, Thursday said trail bikers 
on several occasions have driven 
across the greens and through 
the sand traps at the club, 

Vergi said he has chased the 
trail bikers on more than one 
instance, but has been unable to 
catch them 

"One kid must have thought he 
was Steve McQueen the way he 
was driving through the sand 
traps and jumping banks." Vergi 
said. "When f got close to them 
they would lake off into the 
woods." (McQueen, a movie 
star, is an avid cyclist,} 

The Country Club owns a large 
parcel of land on the north side 
of Pine Hill, and club officials 
have not said much about the 
trail bikers riding through the 


woods behind the golf course 
itself, 

Bui last year during several 
tournaments the trail bikers 
raised the ire of some club 
members by revving their 
engines while the golfers were 
making shots 

Thursday Vergi said that the 
tracks left by the machines 
cause some problems especially 
when the ground is soft He was 
not sure if club members 
planned to prohibit the use of the 
machines on Country Club land- 

Vergi said the club prohibits 
snowmobilers from using its 
property, and also does not allow 
any hunting, or shooting in the 
woods behind the golf course. 

The shooting restriction was 
placed in effect several years 
ago after a bullet fired from the 
woods behind the course lodged 
in the clubhouse after nearly 
hitting a member.

Picture four 
11-year-old girls holding a court, 
two playing and two sitting on the 
court at 5 p m. with four men who 
have worked all day eager to play 
wailing for them to tire. It happens 
every night — the game some ol the 
children have learned to enjoy is 
court getting, not tennis. The recent

We need more courts but in the 
meantime, if a backboard was 
constructed the full-length outside 
at the south end with the dusty lot 
paved in front of it. ten Learning 
children and adults would be 
accommodated. 


The poorly constructed Rotary 
courts are fast deteriorating on the 
sides and surface. They must be 
repaired anti surfaced next season 
or we will lose them again. 


A sign-up sheet should be placed 
on a bulletin board, with 1% hours 
for doubles and 1 hour for singles. 
Children under 16 should not be 
allowed to play in the evening 
hours.

Aldermen Join Tennis Fray 

By JON STORM 

Rutland aldermen are jumping into the tray between city 
tennis players, groups of whom are accusing each other of 
hogging municipal courts. The Recreation and Parks 
Depart men l has also come under attack. 

in response to a letter from several adults which was 
introduced at Tuesday's aider manic session, a public meeting 
of the Recreation Committee has been called for Tuesday al 
7:36 p.m. 

The letter, signed by 10 who identified themselves as 
"taxpayers who are dedicated tennis players," accuses the 
Recreation and Parks Department of placing Tennis at the 
bottom oi their list of priorities. 

Since Tuesday a court watchman has been on duty at Rotary 
Field to assign courts to players, according to Recreation and 
Parks Director John W. Cioffredi, 

The man is part of a federal program designed to provide 
jobs for skilled tradesmen who have been laid off their jobs, 
Cioffredi said- He is a Rutland employe, but his wage is paid by 
the federal government. 

UioFIredi said the man has helped turnover at the courts, and 
more separate players, both young and old, have been able to 
play. Thy director hopes the watchman will help alleviate 
problems, but is not sure how long the man will remain on the 
job. 

The controversy was ignited by a warning from Cioffredi, 
who told adults lo stop their practice of ejecting youngsters 
from the courts. 

' Those people have no right to kick kids off the courts," 
Cioffredi said. "The youngsters have every right lo use the 
courts as long as they're playing tennis," 

This statement brought an outcry from the first signer of the 
letter, Mrs. Betty Phelps, who claimed youngsters used the 
courts too much and should be barred from playing after 5 
p.m.. when working people finish their jobs. 

That suggest ion is one of several in the letter, which also 
asks that no children under 16 years old be allowed to play 
tennis on weekends on the city courts. 

Cioffredi pointed out, however, that many young people also 
have jobs, and cannot play at any time but after 5 p.m. and on 


The recreation and parks chief accused, some adults of 
"hugging the courts for all but the hottest parts of the day. 
That's not fair, either," he opined. 

Cioffredi and the letter-writers do agree, however, that 
there is extensive use of the courts by non-city residents. The 
director docs not feel he has enough personnel to enforce the 
bah on these players. 

Another suggestion by the letter -writers is moving 
beginners' Lessons from Rotary to White Playground, where 
the courts are allegedly unfit for "regular playing." 

They also ask for a backboard fo be installed at Rotary Field, 
anil for lighting to extend playing hours. 

Aldermanic Recreation Committee Chairman Gilbert G. 
Godnick said Thursday that there are many different stories as 
to who is supposedly hogging the courts. 

He has Called the public meeting so that all sides can be 
heard, and has encouraged youngsters as well as adults to 
come and state their case. 

I hear there are several versions oi what’s going on, and I 
want to know myself what is going on, so I think all sides of the 
story should come fo the meeting, whether they're old enough 
to vote oi not." Godnick said. 

"Our ultimate decision is to try to satisfy every player, 
regardless of age." he noted. "I definitely want the kids to 
come.'' Godnick added . 

The alderman did say one thing the group was not going to 
do, as he explained that the committee would like to satisfy 
everybody, but certainly "has no money at this time for

Tennis in Rutland historically has 
been a cyclical sport with interest 
ebbing and flowing through the years 
and no easily detectable reason for 
fluctuations in enthusiasm about it- In 
recent years interest has been growing 
locally, as it has nationally, to the point 
where the number of players has 
outgrown the available facilities with 
resulting ill feeling abou t equ al 
opportunity to use the six public courts 
in the city. 

The city should have enough courts 
to allow youngsters to learn to play the 
game and permit adults a chance at 
some healthy exercise too. 

[f there is any residue of prejudice 
against the game as a snobbish 
pastime reserved in earlier years for 
the privileged, it should have tong 
since been obliterated by the rise to 
prominence of such tennis greats as 
Pancho Gonzales and Arthur Ashe. 

Tennis as a competitive sport has 
never had the organized, support that 
baseball enjoys in this part of the 
country. But it has same advantages 
over baseball in the sense that it takes 
only two to make a game and is equally 
appealing as a sport to boys and girls. 
Beyond that, as the current

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New Rules Established 
Z - At City Tennis Courts 

Controversy over the use and misuse of the city’s limited 
tennis facilities have resulted in new rules limiting the time 
that players may use the courts. Players will now be able to 
sign up in advance for use of the courts on weekends. 

The city recreation department has also agreed to push for 
improvements to existing tennis courts and the construction of 
new courts. The new courts will have to wait until the economy 
of the nation and the city improves and they most likely will be 
constructed at Meadow Street playground. 

John W r Cioffredi. superintendent of the recreation 
department, said Wednesday doubles matches will have a one 
and one-half hour limit. The 90-minute limit will include what 
some tennis players call a warm-up period. 

If two or more players participating in a doubles match have 
played previously during the same day, the session will he 
limited to one hour. Cioffredi said. 

Cioffredi also said that children will be able to use the courts 
at all hours, but will be enccuraged to play during the daytime 
so adults who work may use the facilities at night. 

Cioffredi called for the new rules Wednesday as a result of a 
meeting of the atdermanlc Recreation Committee Tuesday at 
which time some tennis enthusiasts pressed for more court and 
limited! use of the tennis facilities by children. 

A few women who spend a good portion of each day on the 
city's tennis courts had complained to the aldermen that 
children were misusing the facilities. 

The aldermen and Cioffredi listened to the complaints and 
apparently decided to do something about them 
Cioffredi also said that he has decided to keep a court 
attendant on duty at Rotary Field's courts to sign up people for 
courts and enforce court hours. 

He said that an advance sign-up sheet tor weekend use of the 
courts will be available at the Edwin W Lawrence Recreation 
Center on Center Street People wishing to use the courts on 
weekends must sign up for a specific time and list the people 
they will be playing with. 

The advance lists will be posted at the courts on Saturday 
mornings and any times not taken may be reserved at this 
time. Cioffredi said- 

Starting this Monday persons must also sign up to use courts 
at Rotary in the afternoons, when the attendant will not be on 
duty. 

Persons using the court who have not signed up for them will 
be forced to leave if someone who has signed up shows up. he 
said.

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City Wants to Lease Playground 
Land Before Making Improvements 


By JACK GROWTHER 

City officials- have suggested to 
Vermont Catholic Charities Inc, 
that the city be Allowed to lake 
aver the Meadow Street 
Playground on a long-term basis 
in order to plan some long-range 
improvements to the area. 

As yet there has been no word 
from the organization, which 
owns "the best field in the city of 
Rutland,' according to 
Recreation and Parks 
Superintendent John W- 
Cioffredi. 

The appeal to the church 
organization comes as a River 
Street couple, Mr, and Mrs, 
George Costello, complained 
about inadequate facilities at the 
playground, in comparison to 
other city playgrounds. 

John Cioffredi told members 
of the a Id or manic Recreation 
Committee at a meeting Monday 
about developments on the 
Meadow Street-situation. 

Cioffredi said he was "well 
aware" of the limitations of the 
playground — lack of basketball 
and" tennis courts, and a mere 
'shack" as a recreation center 

The area is his "number one 
priority." the superintendent 
said. 

"We've done all we could 
without making it permanent," 
he said. He explained that 
Vermont Catholic Charities 
teases the property to the city for 
$1 per year on a year-to-year 
basis This arrangement has 
coni inued for a ntllfl ber of years. 

"Once we almost tost it 
because they thought they were 
going to use It/ 1 C toff red t said- 
" We'd like them to turn it over to 
the city or give us a long-term 
lease, which would justify 
basketball and tennis courts." 

The committee discussed 
Repeated vandalism to the 
Headow Street Playground 
abilities. Alderman Luigi J, 
itaso said a couple of 


residents of the area knew who 
was responsible but were 
reluctant to name them. 

Sabataso said witnesses to 
damage should come forward 
with the assurance their names 
would be kept confidential. 

A permanent, block building 
resistant to vandalism could be 
built if the city had a long-time 
guaranteed use of the grounds, it 
was noted. 

The recreation chief has also 
spoken of a small swimming pool 
for the area. 

Cioffredi noted that if the city 
lost the Meadow Street 
recreation area, it would have no 
other area to replace It with 

But if Vermont Catholic 
Charities is willing to donate it to 
the city on a long-term basis, two 
nearby Catholic schools. St. 
Peter T s and Mount St Joseph 
Academy, could benefit from Lhe 
expanded facilities, he said. The 
schools could use the courts 
during school hours, with the 
Recreation Department taking 
over after school 

In other discussion, Cioffredi 
informed the committee of a 
malfunction in the circulation 
system of Lhe White Pool, now in 
its second year of operation. But 
the trouble was corrected later 
in the day. 

There was a leak in a short 
section of pipe that connecLs a 
valve to an elbow in water 
circulation system. The water 
was filling up a dry chamber in, 
the system. 

The leak was due lo holes 
right through the pipe" and 
Cioffredi was at a loss to explain 
it. 

He contacted the Paddock Pool 
Builders Inc. of Allman y, which 
said a new part would have to be 
made.

I'm afraid that this 
situation may arise at the municipal 
poois to our area, but it doesn’t have 
to happen. 

There is one solution and that lies 
with water itself. The Rut land 
Recreation Department is now 
beginning a commendable program 
requiring that all children and 
adutts take showers with soap 
before entering the pool. 

As the situation stands now 
absolutely no one takes showers. In 
fact it was over a month before 
someone discovered that the hot 
water hadn't been turned on. Even 
this concerned writer has been 
guilty many times this year for the 
afor f mentioned crime of 
contributing my own germs and grit 
to the new pool. But if all of us take 
showers before entertaining we 
may find that the chlorine level 
may not have to be so high and 
swimming will be much healthier. 

But we all know kids. They won t 
lake the showers. So it’s up to us to 
explain to them that they can 
damage their eyes permanently and 
catch a bad cold if they swim in 
filthy water. So when your children 
come home in the afternoon and 
evening from the pool ask them if 
they took a shower. If Ihev don't 
believe you about the eyes ask them 
what it is in the water that makes 
their eyes sting so that they see 
clouds all day even on a cloudless 
day. Please tell them to spread the 
dirty word. Thank you.

City Officials to Discuss 
Playground LandPurchase

Mayor William H. Foley will 
call a meeting with Recreation 
and Parks Superintendent John 
J. Cioffredi and the Aldermanic 
Recreation Committee to 
discuss the city’s proposal to 
purchase land at Meadow Street 
playground. 

The property in question is 
owned by Vermont Catholic 
Charities. Inc., and is currently 
leased to the city for $1 per year 
on a year-to-year basis 

City officials are hoping to 
purchase a portion of the land at 
Sfeadow Street so they can make 
ong range improvements to 
Vecrealion facilities in the area 

Currently the recreation 
facilities at Meadow Street 
playground have come under 
Criticism as being inadequate for 
|he number of children who use 
the area. 

Cioffredi has argued that he 
doesn't want to make any major 
improvements to the area 
because of the present leasing 
system. He says the area is his 
“number one priority." and will 
make the necessary 
improvements if the city can 
purchase the property. 

Mayor Foley Wednesday said 
he plans to contact the Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. Charles J. Marcoux.head 
of Vermont Catholic Charities, 
as soon as possible to arrange a 
meeting to discuss the possible 
sale of the Meadow Street land 

It is not known if the 
organization wishes to sell a 
segment of the Meadow Street 
property to the city, or if it is 
willing to offer a long-term lease 
agreement. 

No price has been set on the 
property, and city officials have 
not agreed upon an amount to 
offer for the property The 
mayor said Wednesday he plans 
to have the city’s assessors 
inspect the property and make 
recommendations concerning 
the land's value 

Vermont Catholic Charities 
owns some 12-acres of land at 
Meadow Street that has not yet 
seen developed. Only a small 
portion of that area is used by 
the city for recreation facilities. 

Recreation facilities currently 
n operation at Meadow Street 
nclude a ballfield, swings, a 
slide, monkey bars, and a small 
puilding where crafts are 
conducted. 


Cioffredi said Wednesday that 
he would like to be able to 
purchase about nine acres of 
land for an expanded playground 
at Meadow Street. 

He said the remaining three 
acres of larjd is located near 
Loretto Home, a home for the 
aged, and that could be used by ' 
church officials if they desire to 
expand the home. 

If the property is sold to the 
city. Cioffredi plans to hold 
neighborhood meetings with 
people in that area to determine 
what type of facilities they would 
like to have at the playground. 

Said Cioffredi. "The city has 
neglected the southwest section 
of the city too long. It’s time that 
the area was provided with 
recreation facilities the same as 
other sections of the city. 

"If the city is able to purchase 
the Meadow Street property, I 
intend to make it a neighborhood 
project and establish a 
playground ’around the people’s 
wishes." Cioffredi said 
Cioffredi said Wednesday that 
no money exists in the budget for 
fiscal 1971-72 for the purchase of 
property at Meadow Street. But 
he quickly added that he would 
do everything within his power 
to gain aldermanic support for 
funding of the land's purchase 
He explained that construction 
of the playground facility 
wouldn't be "an overnight 
operation." but rather would be 
done year by year, piece by piece 
basis until it was completed

Construction of wading pools 
at various neighborhood 
playgrounds.

B. Continuation and expansion 
of his department's municipal 
beautification program, 

Cioffredi and other city 
officials have already begun 
steps to improve the playground 
facilities at Meadow Street. The 
city has contacted 
representatives of Vermont 
Catholic Charities, Inc., the 
group that owns the Meadow 
Street property, to see if the land 
is for sale. 

Cioffredi has said that be 
doesn’t want to do any extensive 
work at the playground site until 
the city is able to buy the land or 
obtain a more permanent lease. 

The city currently leases the 
Meadow Street land for |l per 
year on a year-to-year basis. 

Included in Cioffredi's 
improvement plans for Meadow 
Street are tennis courts, a 
basketball court, a new building 
for indoor activities, and a small 
swimming pool. 

Work has already begun on 
improving Pine Hill Park, 

Cioffredi, with the aid of the 
U-5- Forest Service and the 
University of Vermont 
Extension Service, has begun 
cutting nature trails in the Pine 
Hill area. 

Recently a six-mile long 
hiking trail was completed that 
runs from the base of the park, 
around the two ponds located 
north of the city line, and back. 

Other improvements 
scheduled for Pine Hill include 
the construction of an 
amphitheater at the old stone 
crusher, and replacement of 
several fireplaces near Rocky 
Pond that were destroyed years 
ago by vandals. 

Cioffredi also plans to make 
improvements at Rocky Pond 
providing the city can purchase 
the land or obtain a long term 
lease on the property. 

Rocky Pond is currently 
owned by the Rutland County 
Club, and the pond and the land 
surrounding it has been put up 
for sale by country club officials. 

Construction of a football- 
baseball complex near Pine Hill 
is another of Cioffredi’s long 
range dreams. 

He explained that a 44-acre 


plot of land near Pine Hilt is 
perfect for the two fields. The 
land was recently turned over to 
the city by the state. 

Cioffredi explained that the 
area, which is mostly open, 
wouldn't need too much work to 
be converted Into an Sports 
complex. He pointed out that the 
city doesn't have a regulation 
football or baseball field. 

Those activities are currently 
conducted on city softball fields 
which are loo small for the long 
fly balls which commonly occur 
in baseball games 

A special park for senior 
citizens is something that 
Cioffredi has been hoping for for 
a long time. He said Thursday 
that the city should provide a 
special place where elderly 
people can go lo relax without 
having hundreds of kids running 
around. 

He said that an ideal location 
for such a park would be near 
Woodstock Avenue, close by the 
sites of two housing projects for 
the elderly. 

Included in the proposed park 
would be chair swings and 
benches for people to relax in, 
Cioffredi said,. 

Also included in Cioffredi's 
long range plans are the 
construction of wading pools at 
several neighborhood 

playgrounds. 

He said Thursday that the city 
should provide areas for pre¬ 
school children to keep cool 
during the summer months 

According to Cioffredi, a large 
number of pre-school children 
are too small to go to the large 
municipal swimming pools. He 
said shallow wading pools would 
be the answer to providing 
swimming facilities for children 
in this age group. 

Perhaps the recreational 
facility that looms the farthest in 
Cioffredi's long range recreation 
plans is the construction of an 
indoor icerink. 

Cioffredi said Thursday that a 
city the size of Rutland should 
have indoor skating facilities. 
But be was also quick to point 
out that such facilities are costly 
and generally require a large 
amount of room. 

He pointed out that several 
high schools north of the city 
participate in winter ice hockey 
leagues, and added that it is only 
a matter of lime before the 
popular winter sport will become 
a part of the athletic programs 
at all high schools 

Cioffredi said that an indoor 
ice rink will give many city 
youths a place to go during the 
winter months. He said that 
outdoor ice rinks are not very 
dependable, and added that 
weather conditions generally 
allow operation of outdoor rinks 
for only three months of the 
winter.

The program will offer practical 
guidelines In exercise, diet 
nutrition, and ether factors 
aimed at reducing the risk of 
heart attacks. 

The program has been 
developed and sponsored state¬ 
wide by the Vermont Heart 
Association, the Stale Health 
Department’s Division of 
Chronic Illness Control and the 
University of Vermont's 
Department of Community 
Medicine 

In Vermont, about 5,000 now 
cases of coronary heart disease 
occur every year, and close to 
1,500 Vermonters succumb to 
this disease per year. This is 
equivalent to one out of every 
three deaths recorded. 



From investigations over the 
last 20 years certain risk factors 
have been cited in connection 
with the disease. Steps to help 
reduce the risk include a stop to 
smoking, reducing if overweight, 
eating foods low in saturated fat, 
controlling high blood pressure, 
and regular exercising. 

The participants will undergo 
a balanced program of 
exercises, jogging, and games 
such as volleyball and 
basketball. Also included in the 
four month program will be diet- 
nutriti on education.

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Conservation Field Day 
A Hit With Youngsters 


By NICK MARRO 

Grade 6 pupils from Rutland 
County elementary schools 
learned about butternuts, 
aquatic life, pine trees, 
fertilizer, and soils Monday at 
the Environmental Conservation 
Field Day held at Pine Hill Park. 

Some 61$ pupils from area 
schools spent the better part of 
the day hiking through the scenic 
park, observing different aspects 
of the environment, and listening 
to forestry experts lecture on 
different methods of 
conservation. 

Twenty-one teaching stations 
were scattered about a 42-acre 
section of the park, where 
classes covering seven different 
aspects of ecology were 
conducted. 

The pupils spent 35 minutes at 
each teaching station, and then 
hiked to their next scheduled 
class for lectures on a different 
aspect of the environment. 

Topics ranged from the 
composition of soils to 
classification of streams. Each 
teaching station was unique in 
that some classes relied heavily 
on lectures, while others allowed 
the pupils to examine plants with 
magnifying glasses. 

Soil expert Louis Dondero used 
bis teaching station to point out 
to the pupils that the soil on the 
moon was more silMike in 
nature than sand. 

Dondero did this by making a 
foot print in the silt, and then 
attempting to do so in the sandy 
soil. He then explained that the 
footprint in the silt was clearly 
outlined by sharp lines similar to 


the pictures of the footprints 
made on the moon’s surface by 
the astronauts. 

His attempt to make a 
footprint in the sandy soil failed 
to leave a clear print. 

At nearby East Creek, Bill 
Bingham or the University of 
Vermont Extension Service 
showed pupils various forms of 
aquatic life that was prevalent in 
the stream. 

Bingham explained methods of 
measuring oxygen in the water f 
and stressed the importance of 
water toali Life. 

While exploring the stream 
bed. one pupil from Proctor 
found a white object which 
Bingham believes is some type 
of egg. 

The pupil intends to place the 
find in the school aquarium and 
watch to see what happens. 

In the wooded section of Pine 
Hill Park, Assistant County 
Forester ’dames Phil brook 
explained to Grade 6 pupils the 
type of nuts that are found on 
trees in a forest, 

Philbrook explained how 
county foresters determine the 
age and growth of trees, and how 
tree markings determine which 
trees are to be cut for lumber. 

Miss Dorothy Paul of the 
Rutland Recreation and Parks 
Department explained the 
ipportance of the natural 
environment to outdoor 
recreation. 

She explained the various 
types of outdoor activities that 
could be conducted in Pine Hill 
Park and warned the pupils 
about destroying the 
environment by running motor

bikes and snowmobiles through 
the woods. 

Miss Paul also pointed out that 
tourism, one of the state's most 
important industries, relies 
heavily on the outdoors to attract 
people to Vermont, 

UVM Extension Agent Bill 
Corey, Dave Newton, and 
Cbesley P. Horton lectured 
about the role of agriculture in 
conservation and land use. 

They explained various 
methods of making the land 
more productive, and lectured 
on types of insects and diseases 
which harm the land. 

An additional 600 pupils from 
other area schools are expected 
to participate in the field day 
Tuesday.

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A Lot of Hard Work Done, Ice Program Needs A Little Luck

For any youth sports program to succeed, particularly just 
after its inception, il takes a lot of hard work and a little luck- 

The Youth Hockey Program, which is under the auspices of 
the Rutland Recreation Department, has certainly had a great 
■ beginning. A rink has been built by a local contractor in a barn 
at the Fairgrounds. Several former college hockey players will 
serve as instructors, insuring the program of an excellent 
staff. 

'Even now a zamboni i ice-making and resurfacing machine] 
is being constructed 

But for all that's gone right for the program, there's been 
just a little luck missing. The most important ingredient of all 
— the ice — has been the toughest to get 

It's ironic in a way. At this time of the year, Vermont should 
be in a deep freeze and buried under a blanket of snow, 
Needless to note, the absence of winter has cheered neither 
skier norskater. 

The original plan called for the ice to be laid down this week 
at the Fairground rink, One Hooding by the Rutland Fire 
Department has taken place but it just hasn't been cold 
enough. 

Chris Webber Jr. who conceived the program, has been a 
very disappointed young man the past few days. The co¬ 
operation he’s received from area merchants, hockey 
enthusiasts and interested people has been fantastic* 

Rut the current "warm” .spell threatens to set the entire 
program back by a week at least, unless the weekend produces 
some very frigid nights. Then, hopefully, the Fire Department 
could turn on the nozzles once again and give the fledging 
program a home. 

"If we can't get the ice in by Tuesday I Jan. 4 k welt just set 
the program back a week." Webber said Wednesday. 

With a bit of luck, the program will get underway as 


scheduled. Area kids have expressed strong initial Interest and 
an awful lot of hard work has already been put into the 
program. 

First Week's Schedule 

The itenerary for the program 's first week, be it next week 
as scheduled or the week after, will be one of acquainting the 
instructors with the kids. The Coaching staff meets Monday, 

The staff itself consists of persons with considerable hockey 
experience. Right now. numerous parents have offered to help 
hut the Department has been very fortunate in obtaining 
instructors with good hockey knowledge There can be, 
however, much that interested parents can do in other fields as 
various problems present themselves to Webber and his staff 

For Ehe next three nights of the week, the instructors will 
work with the kids by age group: Tuesday, 7-0 year olds; 
Wednesday .0-10 year olds: Thursday, 11-12 year olds 

Later, the kids will bo divided into two groups according to 
skating ability and size. One group will meet on a Monday 
Wednesday basis. 6: JO p.m. to R p.m.. the other on a Tuesday- 
Thursday rotat Ion. Th ree i nstructors ivil I work each n ighl, 

Drills and Skating 

Of course, the first thing to teach young hockey players is 
how to skate. Generally, at the younger ages, more emphasis is 
pul on skating than any other Eacct of the game. 

It’s not as simple as it sounds. Many of the youngsters can’t 
skate at all forwards, much less backwards. Webber has 
designed six drills for the first week which will test the kids’ 
skating ability. 

These drills test general skating, backwards skating, stop- 
and start and cutting ability 

One recommendation to the kids: skate as much as you can, 
at the public rinks or safe area ponds It's Ehe only way to 
learn. 


Parking 

The parking of cars will be in the lot through the Coolidgc 
Avenue entrance only. Should warm weather present problems 
with the ice, the league wilMrv to contact parents and a sign,

Equipment and Insurance 

At Eirst, all the boys will need are skates. Other equipment is 
encouraged, particularly helmets, but sticks and pucks will not 
be allowed the first two weeks. 

Alter the first two weeks, boys must have helmets, mouth 
guards, cup supporters, hockey gloves, shin guards, sticks and 
skates. Local sporting goods stores have ordered the 
equipment. The City will supply only equipment to goalies: 
pads, chest protector, gloves and mask. 

Should any interested hoy he unable to purchase the 
necessary equipment, John Cioffredi of the Recreation 
Department should be contacted and arrangements will be 
made. 

Boys should label their own equipment and. more important, 
lake good care of it. Since most boys will tw outgrowing their 
skates, gloves, etc., good equipment can 6e handed down to 
younger brothers or sold to younger players later on and cut 
the costs of outfitting youngsters. 

Hopefully, most hoys will be covered by parents’ insurance 
and each boy must bring written evidence of coverage to the 
Recreation Department before skating, 

Right now, [here’s a lot of cxubercnce over the program, as 
there is over hockey all over. It could diminish some after the 
novelty wears oft but most likely the program will expand in 
the nexl couple of years. 

Right now. though alUhe kids, Chris Webber and those other 
hard yvurkers want is a little cooperation from the 
weatherman.

Snow Sports Revival 


In Rutland's Recreation Department 
and elsewhere in the state there Is 
evidence the revival of ski touring (non¬ 
competitive cross country skiing) ahd 
snowshoelng is really catching on. 

The latest outdoor writer to put in a 
good word for these north country 
sports is the Wood, Field and Stream 
columnist of The New York Times, 
who once combined newspaper editing 
and outdoor life across the Connecticut 
in New Hampshire. 

Hi* idea of a good way to spend a 
winter weekend was to load a shelter, 
bedroll, food and other essentials into a 
backpack and snowshoe five or ten 
miles up into the hill country with one 
or both of his sons for a nighl in the 


There was probably a lake or pond at 
his destination, under a 10 or 20-inch 
coating of ice, to provide fresh fish for 
breakfast, which suggests someone 
had to lug along a spud with which to 
open up a bole in the ice. 

On occasion he would join some 


Vermont or New Hampshire friend on 
a bobcat-hunting expedition on 
snowshoos, an occupation that is not 
recommended for beginners or people 
who are out ol condition. He once 
almost did himsell in trying to keep up 
with a Chester hunter who was pushing 
60. and 20 years his senior. 

He doesn't recommend such 
pastimes in his recent column on ski 
touring and snowshoeing. in fact he 
doesn't even mention them. He does 
point out that these sports provide an 
Opportunity for solitude in the winter 
woods, and that “ moving silently along 
snow -covered trails, the observant 
traveler will find a fascinating record 
of the activities of the wild creatures 
of the forest.

Argue Pay Hikes

j The aldcrmanic Recreation 
I Committee recommended a 
I $1,200 raise for Recreation Supt. 
John W. Cioffredi Sunday. But 
the chairman of the city 
I Personnel Board said he opposed 
the raise, although he thinks 
! CioffredTs doing a good job. 

The recomm en d a t i o n for 
] Cioffredi s pay boost was made 
I by Alderman Gilbert G. 
Godnick. chairman of the 
Recreation Committee, and 
came after a long, heated 
i argument with Alderman 
! Francis Sanborn, head of the 
Personnel Board, over proposed 
pay increases, 

Alderman Sanborn argued that 
a pay hike for Cioffredi in fiscal 
1972-73 would open the flood 
gates to raises for at] other city 
department heads and municipal 
1 employes 

Godnick countered that 
* Cioffredi should be considered 
since two other department 
heads will he recommended for 
higher pay by the Personnel 
Board. 

City officials are anticipating 
giving cost of living raises to all 
city employes in the next riscal 
year, The Personnel Board has 
recently been considering 
requests for new salary 
classifications for a number of 
employes. The new 
classifications would amount to 
pay raises beyond any cost-of- 
living mists 

Earlier this year the 
Personnel Board decided that 
City Treasurer W. Joseph 
Simonds and City Clerk and 
Purchasing Agent John W 
Barrett should be placed higher 
on the city’s salary schedule in 
fiscal 1072-73 

Mayor William H. Foley 
personally suggested that the two 
men be given the pay raises, 
explaining that their work loads 
and job responsibilities have 
increased to the point where they 
deserved pay boosts. 

On Sunday Alderman Godnick 
charged that Cioffredi's work 
load had also increased during 
the past year Godnick came 
prepared with a two-page list of 
new and expanded programs 
Cioffredi now supervises. 

Sanborn said he will take the 
Recreation Committee’s 
recommendation hack to the 
entire Personnel Board for 
review, and that the Recreation 
Committee’s request would be 
noted when the board makes its 
report on municipal pay hikes to 
the entire Board of Aldermen 
later this year 

However. Sanborn made it 
clear that he personal!v was 
opposed to giving Cioffredi a pay 
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hike this year. He told the 
committee that he was sure that 
Cioffredi did an excellent job 
handling his department, but 
could not see giving him a raise 
in a hoid-ihe-line budget year. 

The veteran alderman also 
noted that Cioffredi failed to 
make known his desire for a pay 
hike in January when the 
Personnel Board questioned all 
departments about pay hikes for 
fiscal 1972-73 

He explained that Cioffredi’s 
letter requested that recreation 
department employes be 
considered for longevity 
payments the same as other 
municipal employes were given, 
Godnick charged that Cioffredi 
was following a request of Mayor 
Foley in holding the line on 
salary increases, and was not 
aware when he submitted his 
letter that Barrett and Simonds 
would be i-ccom mended for pay 
raises. 

Now that oiher department 
heads arc getting pay hikes, 
Cioffredi would also like one, 
Godnick said. 

In a letter dated Jan, 31, 1972, 
Cioffredi asked the Personnel 
Board for an upgrading from his 
present Grade 12 to grade level 
Id on the city's salary scale. 

Cioffredi is currently paid an 
annual salary of $11,648. His 
request would give him a salary 
of 314.144 annually. Godnick 
requested that Cioffredi be paid 
$12,814 per year 
Alderman Godnick was hacked 
in his request by recreation 
committee members l,uigi 
Sabataso and Carl Anderson, 
who both Indicated Cioffredi was 
doing a good job and should be 
entitled to a pay raise. 

But Alderman Anderson said 
he felt Sanborn had given a valid 
explanation for his opposition to 
giving Cioffredi a pay hike 
He Suggested that Cioffredi's 
request for a pay hike be treated 
equally with those of other 
department heads, including 
those who wil be given pay hikes, 
Sanborn told Alderman 
Godnick that the entire Board of 
Aldermen will have the final Sav¬ 
on anv salary upgrades, after the 
Personnel Board makes its 
final recommendations. 

The Personnel Board isn't 
expected to bring its 
recommendations to the Board 
3f Aldermen for at least another 
month They are currently in the 
process of reviewing other 
departmental requests for 
changes in salaries.

Because some people have pul a 
damper on the spirits Of young 
spooks and goblins in the past few 
years hy slipping moth balls, drugs, 
and other dangerous objects into 
Halloween treat bags, police issued 
another warning 

Children have been told to wait 
until they gel home before sampling 
the goodies they have picked up. 
They have also been warned to 
accept only sealed treats 

Halloween in Holland has been 
quiet for several yeart with the 


parade keeping most youngsters 
busy in downtown Rutland in the 
early part of the evening and 
neighborhood trick or treating 
taking up the remainder of the 
night. Dances have been held for 
older youngsters. 

Rutland youngsters haven't found 
it necessary to wreak havoc on that 
evening and the police, despite 
heavy patrols, have reported quiet 
evenings 

The tendency of some people to 
dot their handouts with sharp 
objects probably results from the 
tendency of parents to use 
Halloween as a night to collect a 
year's supply of candy for the 
chUdren.

City officials Wednesday 
decided to wail until after the 
March city election before 
taking any action on a request by 
the Vermont Travel Information 
Council to place a large sign in 
Main Street Park. 

Action on the request was 
postponed because five scats on 
the Board of Aldermen will be 
filled at Tuesdays election. 
Aldermen present Wednesday 
said they were afraid that new 
aldermen might not agree with 
action taken on the request 
Several members of the 
Aldermanic Police and 
Recreation and Parks 
Committee did not attend the 
meeting and no one wanted to 
make any decisions until missing 
members were informed of the 
request. 

Most of the dozen people at 
Wednesday's meeting voiced 
opposition to the sign be Lug 
placed in the park. The only 
favorable comments were made 
by two state officials, and two 
Rutland Region Chamber of 
Commerce employes 
The chamber currently 
operates an information booth in 
the park, and both 
representatives present at the 
meeting noted the travel 
council s information sign would 
be a help to tourists stopping at 
the booth after closing lime 
Clifford R. Barnes, chamber 
executive vice president, told 
stale and city officials he 
favored placing the sign in the 
park, but he said he was opposed 
to allowing non-chamber 
members buying advertising 
space on the sign, 

Barnes even suggested that the 
chamber be allowed to construct 
an informational sign of its own 
so that it could collect revenues 
from the advertising. 

He said the chamber's sign 
could serve the same purpose as 
the stale's proposed information 
plaza

Justis noted that his 
department selected the park as 
a location for its sign because of 
ihe chamber's booth. He 
explained that the TfC didn't 
want to set up another source of 
Information away from the park. 

Main Street Park is located at 
the junction of Routes \ and 7, 
the two main highways In 
Vermont. 

Justis said that people arriving 
at the junction of the two roads 
often are confused and in need of 
information. 

Since the booth is already an 
information center, the state Felt 
it was an obvious place to locate 
its sign. 

But Recreation and Parks 
Superintendent John W. 
Cioffredi felt otherwise, 
Wednesday he told why he was 
opposed to locating all types of 
buildings, signs, or monuments 
in Main Street Park. 

'The park is suppose to be a 
spot where people can go and 
relax Without having to have 
their view cluttered up with 
buildings and signs," Cioffredi 
said. 

“Too much has been built in 
the park already, and 1 don’t 
want to see anything else put 
there, ' he added. 

Cioffredi told state officials 
that plenty of other suitable 
locations could be found outside 
the park for the information 
sign. 

Police Chief Stuart D. Jenne 
noted that traffic at the junction 
of Routes A and 7 near the 
information booth was 
hazardous. But he did say that 
the booth probably would be the 
best location for the sign in view 
of potential traffic problems at 


other locations along North and 
South Main Streets. 

The chief's remarks about the 
traffic prompted Alderman 
Ethel M- Steams, who is also a 
chamber employe, to remark ‘in 
all the time I have been at the 
information booth there have 
been only two accidents, and 
neither were caused by traffic 
coming from my booth," 

Mrs. Stearns, who has operated 
the information booth for the 
chamber for a number of years, 
said she favored the state’s sign 
being located in the park. 

She delivered a lengthy talk 
about the services the 
information booth provides the 
community, and told tales of

Area residents wl'o never saw 
downtown Rutland or don t remember 
what it looked like in the heyday of the 
Rutland Railroad, before the Shopping 
Plaza era, can gel some idea of the 
way the area looked when the railroad 
was the life center of the city, from the 
accompanying photograph. 

In that bygone day there was a small 
park with trees and grass between 
Merchants Row and the old passenger 
station and railroad yards. There was 
something typically New England 
about having such a park or green in 
the very heart of one of the two busiest 
retail and railroad centers in the state. 

When the passenger station was torn 
down and the city bought the land for 
off-street parking, there were some 
protests about the loss of the park, 
enough so that some assurances were 


given that efforts would be made for 
some substitute beautification. This 
turned out to be mainly a row of cedars 
across the back of the parking lot to 
screen off the railroad yards. 

Later when the Shopping Plaza was 
developed, the cedars were removed 
and the whole area was paved without 
any concessions to landscaping or 
beautification. Having all that parking 
in the heart of the business district was 
great, but more could have been done 
to beautify the area than the hedge row 
across the front. 

Now that a Downtown Beautification 
Committee has been set up perhaps 
more can be done to improve the 
appearance of those acres of pavement 
in front of the Shopping Plaza. We hope

The west end of Tenney Brook 
gurgled contentedly Sunday 
afternoon lor the first time in 
several years, 

Along its banks lay tons of 
logs, boards and other debris 
that until Sunday morning 
prevented the brook from 
following its natural course Into 
East Creek, 

The group which spent Sunday 
morning cleaning the brook and 
its banks called its job "Mission 
Possible." It was organized only 
a couple of weeks ago by 
members of the Rutland Teen 
Council, who noticed that Tenney 
Brook was beginning to suffer 
the symptoms of the same 
disease which has caused the 
fouling of some of its big 
brothers, like Lake Erie and the 
Hudson River. 

Organizers and advisors were 
disappointed at the turnout for 
the project. Only about 7b 
persons undertook the task.

Could Be Funded by BOR Grant

City school officials will meet 
with the Board of Aldermen 
Thursday to discuss preliminary 
planning for a proposed 
municipal athletic facility north 
of the vocational-technical 
school site off Woodstock 
Avenue. 

The School Board is hoping the 
aldermen will go along with a 
ptan that calls for Recreation 
and Parks Superintendent John 
W, Cioffredi to apply for federal 
money to help fund the proposed 
pro|ect. 

School Commissioner William 
C. Bullock said Monday that his 


committee is starting from 
scratch on the athletic facility 
project, but is hoping that the 
Board of Atdermen will agree to 

l^hat proposal basically calls 
for Cioffredi to apply for Bureau 
of Outdoor Recreation funds to 
pay for a share of the cost of 
building the athletic facility. 

No figures have been given 
concerning the cost of the 
proposed athletic complex, but 
Bullock said Monday that the 
school department wouldn't be 
able to afford building it on its 
own. 

He noted that the school 


department is also unable to 
apply for BOR funds needed to 
help fund the program so city 
participation is essential 

Bullock said that the School 
Board already has a set of 
architect's plans for the 
proposed complex. He said that 
the plans were salvaged From 
architect’s drawings of a 
proposed multi-million dollar 
high school which was rejected 
by city taxpayers in 1966. 

The plans were drawn by 
architects James D, Lothrop and 
Payson Ft. Webber.

According to John Cioffredi,

The new rules provide that 
players must sign for a court 
immediately before playing.

Once On the court, singles 
players must finish their game in 
an hour, while a doubles match 
must be completed within 90 
minutes in the past, the lime 
limits only applied when other 
players were waiting for the 
courts.

3. Doubles matches should be 
played whenever possible. 

4. Gating, drinking, and 
smoking on the courts are 
prohibited. 

5 Men must wear shirts, and 
all players must wear tennis 
shoes.

He noted that the high schools 
would have priority in 
scheduling home games, but that 
adults would be able to use the 
fields when school teams were 
not. 

Also scheduled to come up at 
Thursday’s meeting between the 
aldermen and the School Board 
is a request by Bullock to lower 
automobile speed limits in the 
vicinity of city schools. 

Bullock noted that speed limits 
are the same for school zones as 
for other streets in the city, and 
that they should be lowered to 
protect the children. 

He pointed out that streets 
near several city schools are 
used as ’ speedways" by some 
residents, and that the speed 
limits should be lowered and 
sLrictly enforced. 

Bullock also would like to ask 
the aldermen if they have any 
plans to purchase and demolish 
two unoccupied buildings near 
Longfellow School off Church 
Street. 

The two buildings were 
recently the target of an arsonist 
and quick work by the local 
police and fire departments 
prevented the fire from 
spreading. 

Bullock said that the school 
department doesn't have money 
in its budget for fiscal 1972-73 to 
purchase and demolish the 
buildings. 

He added that the buildings 
present a potential hazard to 
Longfellow School. The board is 
hoping that the aldermen will 
take some action to destroy the 
buildings. .

1 Representatives of the Board 
lot Aldermen and the Board of 
’School Commissioners agreed at 
a meeting Thursday evening that 
their two legislative bodies 
should jointly pursue a thorough 
investigation or the need, 
location, and cost of a municipal 
athletic complex. 

The session at Northeast 
School involved each group’s 
liaison to the other' the 
aldormanic Education 
Committee and the School 
.Board's Aldermen Committee 

The chairman for each will 
present the position on the 
athletic complex project to his 
respective board. If 
endorsement is granted, the 
*sludy will get under way. 

Also discussed by the two 
'ommitttces Thursday were 
Tie, problem* outside city 


schools and a dilapidated house 
adjacent to Longfellow School. 

But the main purpose of the 
meeting was to set a common 
path toward the athletic 
complex, which has been a 
recognized city need for many 
yeani, 

When the subject was first 
brought up in local meetings, the 
Rutland Fairgrounds seemed a 
logical place for the facility. But 
for a variety of reasons, such as 
the position of the grandstands 
and traffic problems, that idea 
has been all but abandoned. 

Now two sites are most often 
discussed: the 45 acres of city- 
owned meadows west of Pine 
Hill, and the property on the 
north side of Woodstock Avenue 
across from Stratton Road 

This land was designated as an 
athletic complex site four years 
ago when plans were drawn up 
for a new high school across the 
road. 

School Superintendent James 
J Tinney, who took part in 
Thursday's meeting, had some 
diagrams of this Woodstock 
. Avenue sports park left over 
from the days when a new high 
school dominated School Board 
agendas. 

The plans were all-inclusive, 
providing football, baseball, 
basketball, tennis, track, 
handball, and miscellaneous 
playing fields and courts, , 
Everyone agreed 'Ufc'4f]jiftl£ 


complex would be a total 
community facility. 

Recreation & Parks 
Superintendent John W. 
Cloffredi noted that a facility for 
indoor sports should also be an 
eventuality for the project. 

One of the first areas id be 
checked by the investigators — if 
they get the go-ahead from the 
two boards - will be the 
availability of federal funds. 

The Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation t-BOR) has a 
program which finances 
municipal recreation projects. 
According to Cioffredi. the 
school and city officials should 
aim for a 1374 grant, since BOR 
funds are already committed for 
next year

A petition signed by 28 Rutland 
firemen, calling for an across- 
the-board pay increase of at 
least IZO per week, was 
presented to the Board of 
Aldermen at Monday’s regular 
meeting 

The document, which 
requested "consideration” of a 
pay increase and several other 
items, was referred to the 
board's Fire Committee and 
Personnel Board 

Also cited by the firemen were 
the need for a better 
hospitalization plan, a 
permanent disability clause for 
on-duty firemen, a reduction 
from 10 years to seven years to 
qualify for lop pay for a first 
class Fireman, two days 1 
emergency leave separate from 
sick leave and vacation, and the 
same number of paid holidays as 
Public Works Department 
employes are granted- 

City employe pay increases 
arc expected to be a major 
budgetary issue for the city 
during the next two months. 

The Police Benevolent 
Association is still working on 
what is anticipated to be a 
similar, well-organized list of 
recommendations. 

Police Chief Stuart D. Jenne 
has informed the Personnel 
Board of the need for 
patrolmen's pay increases, and 
has come out supporting such 
raises The Personnel Board will 
soon schedule a meeting with the 
alderman ic Pol ice Committee on 
the matter. 

And Monday, the aldermen 
tabled a two-year contract 
between the city and Local 1201 
of the American Federation of 
State. County & Municipal 
Employes, which represents the

In other action Monday, the 
aldermen approved a revised 
eity park ordinance, hut tabled a 
revised bicycle ordinance. 

The park law is all- 
encompassing, covering such 
areas as protection of property 
and wildlife, penalties tor 
pollution, and policies for eating, 
consuming alcoholic beverages, 
and vending in Rutland’s parks. 

Since the proposal was 
approved unanimously, It will be 
published within a few days and 
become effective three weeks 
after publication. 

The bicycle law revisions have 
been metamorphosizing for- 
several years, Jenne had hoped 
that the law could become 
effective this month. 

By tabling the motion, the 
aldermen eliminated this 
possibility. But apparently they 
wanted to familiarize 
themselves with the proposal, 
which, like the park ordinance, 
covers all aspects of the subject. 

The aldermen also approved 
advancements of one pay grade 
for City Clerk John w. Barrett, 
City Treasurer W. Joseph 
Simonds, Assistant City Clerk 
Mary Rose Fillon, and Geraldine 
Miglis, a secretary in the 
assessors office. 

Recommendations For the 
advancements were made by the 
Personnel Board at meetings in 
January and February. They 
were reported Monday.
